The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 6-18: Cancel. (Withdrawn from consideration as a result of restriction 
requirement). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After careful study of the pending rejected claims, the previously applied 

reference to Strandberg (in view of Westbrook, Tsukada and Cooray) and applicant's 
analysis presented on page 7-10 of the response filed on December 28, 2010, the 
examiner concluded that the modified board of Strandberg does not disclose the 
structure claimed by the applicant in the base claim 1 . 

A multilayer printed wiring board with the limitations "wherein the plurality of first 
conductive layers on the core substrate includes a plurality of plane conductor layers 
formed on the first surface and second surface of the core substrate, respectively" and 
"each of the first conductive layers on the core substrate has a side face which is 
tapered such that an angle, 0, formed by a straight line connecting the top end and 
bottom end of the side face of each of the first conductive layers and a horizontal face of 
the core substrate satisfies 2.8 tan 9 55" in combination with other claimed limitations of

the base claim 1 , has not been disclosed or fairly suggested by the prior art of record 
taken alone or in combination.

The restriction requirement, as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on September 17, 2007, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability 
of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim.
